Woman Aviator Has 
Given up Flying 


Ruth Law Carried First Bag of Mail 
to Philippines 


Ruth Law, most famous of woman 
aviators, is through. Ten years of 
airplane flights and air circus stunts 
throughout the United States and in 
other lands have given her all the 
fame she wants. Now she will be 
just Mrs. Charles Oliver, a wife. 

It was Rodman Law, her noted 
daredevil brother of movie fame, who 
attracted Ruth Law to aviation. She 
began preparations in 1911 and in 
1912 made her first flight, in one of 
the old machines which had the driv- 
er’s seat in front of the motor, un- 
protected from the elements. 

Yor four years -she appeared in ex- 
hibition flights, none of longer dura- 
tion than 25 miles. Then she sprang 
into fame with a sensational flight 
from Chicago to New York, breaking 
the American cross-country record 
and non-stop flight reeord. She flew 
from Chicago to Binghampton, N.Y., 
on the first leg of her journey, a dis- 
tance of 590 miles. Her time from 
Chicago to New York was § hours

Earth’s Climatic Changes 


New Theory is Offered by a eigen 
Scientist 

- A new theory has been offered by 
Dr. Harlow Shapley, an English scien- 
tist, relating to the mystery concern- 
ing the climatic change on the earth 
over millions of years. According to 
this theory, the earth has been cooled 
off during long periods, when the sun, 
the earth and the other planets were 
passing through regions of space fill- 
ed with clouds of dusts or dark, nebu- 
lous materials, which cut off enough 
of the sun’s heat to freeze most of 
the globe. At other times, apparent- 
ly, the solor system moved through a 
region of space almost entirely free 
from such material, so that the sun’s 
rays beat with full force on the earth, 
probably making the polar regions 
pleasant and the rest of the-earth un- 
liveably hot. At present the sun is 
apparently moving through a part of 
space thinly scattered with inter- 
planetary matefials. ; 

A few million years ago, according 
to Dr. Shapley, the earth, the sun and 
the other planets were moving 
through a murk which is observed by 
astronomers in the constellation of 
Orion. This is one of the many vast 
black pockets, or ‘‘coal sacks,” in the 
sky, some of which may be detected 
by the naked eye.

Silk Farming 


Ontario Man Starts Industry With 
500 Mulberry Trees 


Sill production promises to be a 
new industry for Ontario and Quebec 
farmers. Five hundred mulberry 
trees sulted to requirements of the 
silk worm were planted in Middlesex 
County, Ontario, last autumn. By 
experimenting a tree has been pro- 
duced which is adapted to the climate 
of Canada and United States. It 
bears no seed or berry, being grown 
solely for the leaf, and is the result 
of very careful grafting of mulberry 
cuttings on osage orange roots, Athol 
Harris, of Berry, London Township, 
Middlesex County, imported 500 trees 
from New Orleans, and planted them. 
He has also ordered 500 more as he 
has set apart five acres for their de- 
velopment. These trees cost $1.25 
each if 1,000 are purchased, but all 
that have been planted are doing 
splendidly. Mr. Harris states he will 
be satisfied if he realizes $100 per 
acre this year.

‘ICE INDUSTRY ’ AT BANFF 


ICE OPERATIONS ON BOW RIVER AT BANFF 


The winter 
berta, gives opportunity for the pro- 
motion of an extensive ice industry. 
It is unique as the only industry of its 
kind west of Selkirk, Manitoba. The 
ice-field on the Bow River is a hive of 
industry in the winter time. It is a 
tract two miles in length and is leas- 
ed for ten-year periods. Operations 
begin as soon as the river freezes 
over, in the care given to keep the 
space clear of snow. The ice is 
marked by a line two inches deep 
into cakes 22 by 44 inches. An ice 
channel is made at one side of the 
river and the cakes aro floated up to 
a bench for loading. 

About 60 men are employed in the 
work each season and they use such 
implements as a Splitting bar, a pike- 
pole for directing the pieces up the 
channel, an ice saw for sawing the 


season at Banff, Al- 


cakes 28 inches down, following a 
two-inch mark that is made early in 
the season around each piece. An 
ice needle is used for splitting the 
blocks at the bench and the ice mon- 
key grasps the cakes out of the 
ice channel and carries them 
up for loading. Ten cakes at a 
time are floated down the ice channel, 
each weighing about 900 pounds. The 
output is about 25 cars a day and will 
be about thirty thousand tons for the 
season. Each car holds 44 tons, and 
is shipped over the Canadian Pacific 
Railway.

It is used in the Okanagan 
Valley, at Kamloops, and the coast 
cittes, It is of great service in caring 
for British Columbia fruit such as in 
refrigerator cara, and is used on din- 
ing cars as the purest ice that can be 
obtained.—C. G.

Silage Crops Can Be :

Safely Stored. In An 
Economical Trench Silo 


At the recent dairymen’s convention 
at Regina, Mr. G. H. Hutton, superin- 
tendent of agriculture and animal in- 
dustry of the C.P.R. department of 
natural resources at Calgary, gave an 
interesting description of a trench 
silo. He said: 


“During recent years it has not been 
a very serious problem to make 
money in dairying, inasmuch as the 
prices of butter and cream and whole 
milk have been ruling relatively high 
during that time, and the man who 
gave his business the serious consid- 
eration which it should receive has 
been able to show a satisfactory re- 
turn on his investment. 

“However, with the decline in 
values of all dairy products which has 
taken place during the last 12 months, 
and which, according to certain fore- 
casts will continue for another six 
months, the question of reducing costs 
of production becomes a very live and 
important problem. 

“Cattle give best results when sup- 
plied with an abundance of succulent 
fodder. June pastures have frequent- 
ly been named as the ideal condition 
for economical production of milk and 
beef. If by a system of pickling 
grasses or similar fodders we can 
make them available for a much long- 
er period or even during the entire 
season when good grass is out of sea- 
son, we will have accomplished a re- 
sult which will contribute toward the 
production of maximum quantities of 
milland butter fat at minimum costs. 
Such a result can be achieved by the 
use of silos and silage crops. 

“The sunflower will set aside some 
of the objections which might be rais- 
ed to the other ensilage crops. First, 
it is superior to corn for dry areas, 
as it outyields that crop during years 
of low precipitation. It is a “crop 
which responds quickly to an increase 
in rainfall or to irrigation, as we have 
secured yields of over 34 and a half 
tons of sunflowers to the acre on irrtl- 
gated ground, while this season we 
secured a yield of 12 tons to the acre 
on dry land and during a very dry 
season. Second, on the other hand 
the sunflower crop germinates and 
grows at a lower temperature than 
corn, and resists frost in spring and 
fall, thus enjoying in this climate a 
much longer. srawing sdf’ would be 
corn. 

“This crop, because of its weight 
per cubic foot, can be safely stored 
in the trench silo. Such a type of 
silo brings this class of fodder within 
the reach of thousands of dairymen. 
It means more than this to many far: 
mers, for many of them will now be 
enabled to engage in mixed farming, 
keep dairy cattle, and thus stay on 
the land and get on their feet, where- 
as prior to the advent of this crop 
they were facing defeat and despair. 

“In recommending the trench silo, 
I do not for a moment disparage any 
of the types of silos now in use as a 
means of storing feed. They have 
one disadvantage, however, and that 
is that they cost money. The trench 
silo affords a method of storing feed 
which is inexpensive apart from labor 
and most men who are Struggling to 
get on their feet are willing to make 
an expenditure of their own labor in 
order to achieve success. 

“The quality of the feed so stored 
appears to be quite equal to that 
stored in the ordinary silo. It may 
be argued that there is a certain loss 
of moisturo by drainage, and the 
point is doubtless well taken. 

“Tam certain that the silage stor- 
ed in the trench will give excellent 
results, aS we are now feeding some 
sixty-five late summer and fall 
calves in the open on sunflower silage 
from the trench silo. These calves 
are making excellent growth, and I 
have seen no thriftier lot this year 
nor at any time. My argument fs, 
therefore, that even though there may 
be somo loss of food value through 
moisture which drains away from the 
trench silo, the fodder which remains 
is highly nutritious and superlor to 
any fodder ordinarily available. 

“The method of construction of the 
trench silo {s s{tmple. It consists of 
an excavation on a fairly well-drained 
site. It is not Mned witn cement or 
lumber, nor is {t provided with curb- 
ing to permit the filling of the silo 
above the surface, It ts simply an 
excavation. It ig about eight feet 
deep, sixteen feet wide and can be as 
long as desired, depending upon the 
size of the herd and the material to 
bo stored. It is fed off one end, like 
a loaf of bread. The daily capacity 
per animal is from forty to fifty 
pounds, depending on the quantities 
of straw, hay or grain, if any, which 
is being fed. The weight of a cuble 
foot of ensilage in a trench will aver- 
age 35 poundg, and based on the 
above figures the length of the silo 


required to accommodate suffictent | tory 


of pipe and the hood provided the 
necessary piping. The silage was 
distributed and well tramped. ‘This 
year the trench was filled only to the 
level of the ground, when it was well- 
covered with straw from an old stack 
bottom. I think it would be an im: 
provement to round up the silage 
above the level of the ground a couple 
of feet, keeping it will tramped for 
two or three days. When the silage 
has finished settling the trench would 
then be approximately full. The 
straw or other covering to be used 
could then be put on. The trench 
method of storing has kept the silage 
with practically no loss and the qual- 
ity of the fodder, as I have already 
said, is first-class. 

“Conditions demand the strictest 
economy in the handling of any of 
our fodder propositions, and if the 
dairyman is prepared to do some 
manual labor in the way of cutting 
the crop by hand, the only equipment 
that he will require in order to pro- 
vide his stock with ensilage in abund- 
ance is a cutting box, the purchase of 
which could be ‘handled by the com- 
munity or a group of farmers, so that 
the cost would be a very small amount 
for each member of the “Silo Asso- 
ciation” as it might be termed. 

“In conclusion I simply want to 
point out that this matter has been 
sufficiently tested to remove doubt 
as to its feasibility. We have at

arose with the use of red phosphorus; 
it was found that the mixture used 
for the heads was Hable to explode at 
the slightest shock. 

After many experiments and aecl- 
dents, a Swedish manufacturer had 
the brilliant idea of keeping the in- 
gredients apart until the match was 
This was done by put- 
ting the dangerous element—the pot- 
ash—on the head of the match, and 
the harmless red phosphorus, with a 
little powdered glass to increase the 
friction, on the side of the box. In 
short, he invented the modern safety 
match.

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Airplane 


Many Varieties of Materials Used In 
Various Parts 

Few people realize what an im- 
mense number of parts there are in 
an aeroplane, or how many varieties 
of iron, metal, rubber and flax are 
used in its construction, writes Major 
W. T. Blake, an English authority. 

First of all are the longerons, the 
pieces of wood which run the whole 
length from front to rear of the fuse- 
lage or body of the machine. These 
are usually made of ash if that wood 
is obtainable, or failing -ash, spruce. 
They are connected vertically by 
short members of the same material, 
and cross-bracing wires further 
strengthen the fuselage. The whole 
body is covered either with specially 
prepared flaxen-linen fabric or with 
two or three-ply wood. 

The planes again are constructed 
largely of ash or spruce. The two 
main spars which form the chief mem- 
bers of the planes are usually hollow- 
ed and “stream-lined” in order to 
minimize weight and resistance, and 
the wing tips themselves are frequent- 
ly built of walnut or solid ash. 

The fabric which covers the planes 
is composed of the best Irish linen, 
and is coated with a “dope” prepara- 
tion to make it air and water tight, to 
shrink the fabric and to lessen its 
head resistance. 

Next in order comes the under- 
carriage, again built of solid ash if 
possible, and fitted with pneumatic 
tyres and shock absorbers of various 
types, spring, oil baths, rubber blocks 
and rubber coils being used. The 
axles themselves are usually built of 
hollow steel tubes. 

The propeller is built up of a num- 


_ber of layers or laminations of wood, 


usually alternate strips of walnut and 
mahogany. It has a metal centre 
where it is affixed to the engine, and 
the lips are usually bound with fabric 
or copper in order to prevent fraying, 
which easily occurs when an acro- 
plane taxies over a field with the pro- 
peller just touching the long grass. 

Inngines are built of a whole variety 
of almost every grade of 
hardness, but generally speaking the 
principles of motor car engine con- 
struction are followed. 

Inter-plane bracing wires are now 
usually made in the form of a thin, 
stream-lined steel ribbon, known as 
the R.A.F, wire. his form of brac- 
ing has been found to give the great- 
est amount of strength with the least 
head resistance. 


First English Farm Book 


Work Printed in 1523 Was Valuable 
As a Curiosity 
There was on sale the other day at 
the well known Sotheby’s salesrooms, 
New Bond Street, W. London, the 
first agricultural treatise ever printed 
in Ingiish. 


It is entitled the ‘Boke of Husband- 


rye,” and was by Sir Anthony Fitz- 
herbert, Derbyshire, who was born in 
1470, and was a judge as weil as a 
farmer. - 

The work was printed in 1523, and 
like all books printed in the first half 
of the sixteenth century has a very 
high value as an antiquarian curios- 
ity. 

It had an illustrated title page bear- 
ing a woodcut of a man ploughing 
with two oxen, and with a boy to 
drive his team, and started with, 
“Here beginneth a new tract or treat- 
ise most profitable for husbandmen 
and very fruitful for all persons to 
read,” and concluded, “Here endeth 
the book of husbandry.” 

Sir Anthony, who lived in the reign 
of Henry VUIL, was a well-known 
writer, two of his works, “The Grand 
Abridgement” and “Office and Author- 
ity of Justice of the Peace,’ won him 
renown and a permanent place’ in 
legal jurisprudence. -He died in 1588.

Moose Jaw Member Deals. With 
Problems of Grain Marketing 

Ottawa—Debate on the address saw 
participants from Ontario and the 
West. R. M. Johnson, Progressive, 
Moose Jaw, thanked the Government 
for the yeforms promised in the 
speech from the throne, even though, 
as set forth, they left a good deal 
to the imagination. He expressed 
the hope that the business barometer 
would continue to rise and that the 
improvement would be permanent. 
Business conditions in the West had 
been adversely affected by the tariff 
restriction in the United States. This 
had been very serious for the live- 
stock industry, though not so 
\ 


for grain growing: The people of 
Canada were not responsible for the 
{mposition of these restrictions, but 
he wondered whether those restric- 
tions would have been imposed if the 
Canadian people had accepted the 
measure of freedom of trade which 
was Offered to them in 1911, (Liber- 
al applause). 

Dealing with the problem of grain 
growing, grading and marketing, Mr. 
Johnson said that the greatest. blow 
that had ever been given to West- 
ern agriculture was the greater pro- 
duction campaign of 1918. The farm- 
ers had desired to respond to that 
appeal and to raise as large crops as 
possible. But nature could not be 
driven and when an effort was made 
to do so, the result would not be what 
was expected, while 
would be handicapped. The present 
system for the physical handling of 
grain could not be, he thought, better- 
ed, but he was speaking, he believed, 
for all in his section of the House 
when he said all opposition to the es- 
tablishment of a wheat board had not 
been swept away. He did not mean 
that Lhe wheat board system was per- 
fect. He was disposed to agree that 
a yoluntary co-operative system of; 
control would be better. But the far- 
mers were still living in abnormal 
times and they could not afford to 
wait for normal times for that ideal. 
He believed that 90 per cent. of the 
product of last season would be sold 
at less than the actual cost of rais- 
ing it. He approved of the proposal 
to have the suggestion for the es- 
tablishment of a wheat board investl- 
gated by the agricultural committee, 
but the country could not afford to 
wait for that investigation.

London.—Risks inyolved in the re- 
duction of the army, in the opinion 
of the war secretary, Right Hon. Sir 
Laming Worthington Evans, were out- 
lined by him in introdueng the army 
estimates in the House of Commons. 
He said the proposed personnel of 
152,000, excluding the troops on the 
establishment in India, showed a re- 
duction of 20,000, compared with the 
number in-1914, when there was be- 
hind the army a reserve of 146,000 
men, and 55,000 militia. The reserve 
today, he said, was 65,000 and no 
militia, but there was a large potential 
reserve of war veterans. 

Sir Laming said he proposed to 
strengthen the reserve by enlisting 
key men and make a fresh start with 
the militia at a cost of 1,000,000. 
Dealing with the risks incurred in 
consequence of the reduction, he said 
the army might be called on to rein- 
force the forces of the crown in In- 
dia. In certain eventualities, rein- 
forcemenis greatly exceeding the 
proposed future estimates might be 
requested, Sir Laming hoped that 
a sound policy and wise administra- 
tion would justify running whatever 
risks were involved in reducing the 
army.

Durban.—The Indian Congress of 
Natal in protest against arrest in In- 
dia of Gandhi, the civil disobedience 
leader, attempted to precipitate a gen- 
eral strike in Natal industries.

Melon Growing by Mennonites 


Meton Growing as a Commercial 
Proposition in Southern Manitoba 
The Mennonites in Southern Mani- 

toba have paid considerable attention 
to melon growing and have succced- 
ed in cultivating both watermelons 
and muskmelons of good quality. Iix- 
periments at the Morden Experimen- 
tal Station, near the Mennonite selt- 
tlement, show that in hot years mel- 
ons do well, and prove of excellent 
flavor, but when the summers are cool 
they do not flourish. At this station 
tests have been made in planting in 
the hot beds and transplanting to the 
open in comparison with planting in 
the field. Variety tests have also 
been made. On the whole the super- 
intendent at the station is able to re- 
port satisfactory results. .He de- 
clares that he sees no reason why 
melon growing should not be a com- 
mercial proposition in Southern Mani- 
toba, especially having regard to the 
success achieved by the Mennonites, 
who besides having no scientific 
knowledge do not exercise a super- 
abundance of care. Muskmelons and 
watermelons are alike easily grown.
